Defeat in their fight both for the presidency and congress 


was conceded carry by Democratic national leaders on the basis 
of the crushing Republican vote and despite the absence, even 
early today, of final and official figures. 


STATE LANDSLIDE FOR G. O. P. 


With the presidency and congress went loss to the Demo- 


crats of governors, state legislatures and other state and local 
cjaitdidates. .The break, even threatened to extend .into the bor-. 
der states hitherto "solid south" with Republican gains in some 
southern states larger than any since the civil ,war. 


Senator Harding's victory, in what Governor Cox of Ohio, 


his Democratic opponent, and other Democratic leaders and 
many prominent Republicans hailed as the "gtoJemn referendum'1 
upon the League of Nations, was impressive. In the absence of 
final figures, the swelling tide of huge phxraHtlea carry today 
gave him assurance of 329 votes in the/ electoral coCege as 
against 127 for Gov. Cox, with 75 doubtful, Inclusive of states 
where the Republican tide was running strong. ' 
Biggest Majority Since 1888 
The unofficial results pre- 


saged a larger majority in the 
electoral college for Sen. Hard- 
ing and his running mate, Gov. 
Coolidge, 
of Massachusetts, 


than any since 1888, except 
alone .the vote of 435 for Pres.

They are using,their counitry-wide organization to as- 
certain, in writing, how would-be congressmen stand and- what 
they propose to do on specific measures of legislation. Then 
campaign promises will be checked against official performance.
